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EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

The amendment filed on February 23, 2006 and supplemented on April 7, 2006 
has been entered. The specification and claims 1, 3, 7 have been amended. 

The replacement drawing sheet containing Figure 24 was received on February 
23, 2006. The replacement drawing sheet is not acceptable because it is not in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.84(g) which requires a bottom margin of at least 1.0 cm. (3/8 
inch). The label "PRIOR ART" must be moved up closer to the figure. 

The drawings are acceptable subject to correction of the informality indicated 
above. In order to avoid abandonment of this application, correction is required in reply 
to the Office action. The correction will not be held in abeyance. 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on January 10, 2006 has 
been considered by the examiner. 

The restriction requirement between the various species identified on page 2 of
